DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1 . The amendment filed October 16, 2009 has been entered. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-3, 5-8, 10, 1 1 , 14, 15, 17-19, and 23 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
of record, when viewed alone or in combination, fails to teach or suggest "a second 
insulating film formed so as to cover upper and side surfaces of the first insulating film", 
wherein "the second insulating film [is a] silicon nitride film" as stated in independent 
claims 1, 6, and 17 in combination with the rest of the independent claim limitations. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
